FALL AND SPRING SEEDING 
FOR GRASSES AND LEGUMES 


A major difficulty in the production 
of biennial and perennial forage crops 
in the drought area of Saskatchewati 
and Alberta is the establishment of a 
good stand. In this connection, ex- 
periments conducted at the Experi- 
mental Station, Swift Current, Sask., 
the Range Experiment Station, Many- 
berries, Alta., and at various other 
points indicate that the choice of the 
correct time to seed is very important 
if the young crop is to make the best 
use of favorable seasonal conditions, 
states J. L. Bolton, Dominion. Experi- 
jmental Station, Swift Current. The 
data available indicate that these 
crops are best seeded-either during the 
fall months or early in the spring and 
that the time to seed depends upon 
both the crop in question and the en- 
vironmental factors such as soil mois- 
ture, temperature, and insect pests. 

When grasshoppers are not num- 
erous and early: fall rains occur, ex- 
cellent stands of crested wheat grass 
and fair to good ‘stands of brome 
grass have come from seedlings made 
early in September. These grasses 
seeded at this time make considerable 
growth during the cool weather of 
the fall and early spring months, and 
thus become well rooted before the 
hot, dry weather of the following 
summer. Possible cutworm damage 
in the spring is avoided also. Legume 
crops such as sweet clover and alf- 
alfa, however, usually do not make 
sufficient growth before freeze-up, 
and severe to complete winterkilling 
is likely, to occur if they are seeded 
in the early fall season. 

Perhaps the safest time to seed the 
grasses is late in October or early in 
November, that is, just before freeze- 
up. These Jate fall seedings have 
given good stands with legumes also, 
provided that the crops were seeded 
late enough so that germination did 
not take place until the following 
spring. Seeding late in the fall pos- 
sesses certain advantages over early

The crop is from two 
to three weeks earlier, and full ad- 
vantage is taken of melting snow ahd 
early rains. Then, too, seeding in the 
spring results in a loss of moisture 
from disturbance of soil during the 
seeding operations. , | 

Where forage crops are seeded As 
early in the spring as possible, good 
stands have been obtained in 
when cool, moist weather prevails 
‘during May and June. However, a 
hot, dry spell in the month of May is 
likely to damage severely a promising 
stand.. When land is under irrigation 
early spring seeding gives good re- 
sults since seeding can be delayed un- 
til after a light cultivation to destroy 
weed: growth. 

In this discussion no mention has 
been made of seeding grasses and le- 
gumes during the late spring or sum- 
mer months. This season of the year 
has consistently given poor stands. 
The seedlings rarely become’ well 
enough established to withstand the 
hot temperature, and drying winds of 
July and August and many failures to 
obtain a stand can be attributed to 
seeding at this time of the year.
